Tare last bine book ou Ching affairs is2eal- 
ly a nest singular. production. It complete- 
ly unveils British policy in China, and we 
have. no besitation-in “predicting thst it will 
hand Sir F. Braca- down to posterity.us a 
crotebety imbecile, making Earl Russell ap- 
pear like a dotard. The ntter dotiance of every. 
fixed principe of diplomacy, the absolute and 
abject subservience of Sir Fred, Bruce to the, 
offensive pretensions of the mandarina,the per- 
sistent animosity exhibited by him towards his 
own mercantile countrymen, the dispensation 
of justice towards them at the dictates of the 
wretched policy pursued—are all displayed in 
bold relief und in several cases both startled 
and excited us. ae 
. We do not intend to review this blue book 
in the detailed manner we have done ita pre- 
décessors, because not only is the task labori- 
oug.ond irksome, but we imagine furnishes 
rather dry reading matter, We shall simply 
ski hurriedly over the -papers, and picking 
out the sulient points,. pursue them to their 
termination. : : 

We shall commence with Messrs. Juhuson 
& Co.'s long-cloth ‘case. ‘the firm. imported 
eighty bales Shirtings, which in the applica- 
tion for a permit to land, they stated con- 
tained twenty five pieces each—twenty two 
Dales were landed and inspected by the Cus- 
torus officers, when it waa, discovered that 
they contained fifty pieces each. The Customs 
Officers rushed to :the Custom House for in- 
Structions; whet Messrs Johnson commenced 
removing the goods: after taking away eight 
bales, the remaining..fourteen were seized. 
There the Taoutai confiscated applying to the 
Consul for a warrant to enter Wetsre John- 
-son’s godowns and seize the eight bales which 
had been removed... This the Consul granted 
and thay wera confiscated also. There was 
no Court of enquiry. Messra, Johnson & Co. 
had.no opportunity to-plead, the people who 
seized tha goods confiscated them for their 
own belioof without form or precept. 

Now let ussee the Jaw of the case. The fifth 
clause of the Order in Council of 13th’ June 
1853, stipulates that where a British subject has 
violated’ any of the stipulations of treaties, or 
has. disregarded or infringed any of the 
rules and regulatibns for tHe observahte bf the 


ctiptilailon ef the treaties, that the Conpill, 


a 


sitting without assessors, shall summon and 
try the accused party, and shall acquit. or 
anish him as may by the evidenca appear 
yight and proper, the sentence, being limited 
to'a finé of five hundred dollars, ot to. itapri- 
sonment for three months. Bee he 
‘And the XX clause of the same Order in 
Council enacts that after two eqnvictions @ 
Eonsul may deport e British subject from: the 
Expire of China—detaining him a prisoner 
until an opportunity. shall ‘occur of sending 
him away. 9° 2 : 
This gurely is plain enough in so far anit 
specifies what shall be done m2 case.of the 
kind; but singular to relate, the letter of in- 
structions conveyed by the Secretary of State 
when forwarding the Order in Council to 
China, goes a step further, for by implication 
it'states what shall not be done in such cases. 
The passage is significant and we quote it. 
3dly. To confer upon Hor Majesty's Consular 
Officers, and upon the Chief Superintendent, a3 
their itmmediata and local superior, euch special 
power and authority. as, in addition to the ordi- 
naty power and authority: exercised by Her Ma- 
jesty'y Consuls within other States in amity with 
Her Majesty might atioe to enable them to 
execute the peculiar functions entrusted to them 
im conacquece of the andmalous condition of 
affairs iu Ching, where the, territoriul Sovereign 
has formally renounced in favour of the British 
Crown alt civil and criminal jurisdiction over 
British Subjects. é 
Our readers tnust not run away with the 


idea that the Order in Council is u dead letter, 
or is in any manner abrogated. Wo shall re- 
produce, the first op] ortunity, x.despateli from 
Earl Russell to Sir Y. Bruce, upholding the 
Order, and intimating that Sir F. is mis- 
takeu us to several points which lie. hes 
mooted besring upon it: 

Tnstead of the law being ‘carried’ out, we 
find the Consul repudiating it under instruc: 
tions from Sir F. Bruce, the Superintendent 
of Trade,—the very functionary charged with 
the execution of the Order in Council. Further, 
we find the Consul actually violating the law 
by not only neglecting to do what 1s therein 
made and provided, but by doing that which 
the instructions : accompayning the Order, 
stated should not be done—Namely, tho Taou- 
tai applied to the Consul for “a warrant to 
“enable bim to send an officer to seizo for 
“ Confiscation, ‘the cight bales carried into 
“the hong” and a warrant was granted ac- 
cordingly - . 

‘And let us call attention to the despatch 
which the Consul addressed to tho, ’Taoutai in 
handing him this warrant. It really is enough 
to nake an Englishman's blood boil. 

Thuve the honour to hand you the warrant you 
applied for, to take eight bales of grey shirtings 
out of Nedara. tobnson and Oo.’s go-down, whic 
you have confisoated on the ground that they aro 
smuggled. Atthe same time, I beg again to bring 
to your Excellency’s notice that I firmly ‘believe 
the act was unintentional on the’ part: 
of Messrs. Jolson and Co, ; and as the error 
iwould be sufficiently punished by the forfeiture 
‘of the eieht bales in question, 1 muat trust that 
you will allow the other fourteen, which are etill 
nt the Custoin-House jetty, to be landed by the 
merchants, or 1 shall be ‘compolled to lay the 
qmatter before his Excellency Her Britanuic Ma- 
jesty’s Mavoy Extraordinary at Peking. 

‘An actual admission on the part of the 
rightfully constituted judge in the mattor, that 
had the case heen brought legally before hin 
as the law provides, he should have dismissed 
it. Yet he is terrorised by Sir F'. Bruce toas- 
sist in'an act of spoliation whickr it is his. spe- 
cial duty to prevent, nothing be it observed 
being contained in. the Order in Council, to 
enuble or tojustity Sir F. Bruce in interfering 
in the most remote degree with jts letter or 
spirit. : 

We have arrived at-a stage of this proceed - 
ing to which we would call special attention. 
The ides of making the seizure of goods by 
Custom House officers, aid their confiscation, 
simultaneous acts, is aconception which would 
never-be entertiined for a moment, by a man- 
influenced by. ‘coramon notions of justice or 
rectitnde, ‘We feel sure that thus ‘fur every 
one of our readers will agree with us, Thé ques 
tion arises, why Sir. F. Brace does not come 
to some fair and. equituble arrangement with 
the Chinese authorities on this vexed question, 
auch as the constitution of a mixed court, or 
the establishment of a tribunal where neither 
the party seizing nor the party who imported 
‘the weized goods should ‘have infaence or 
exercise potency? We 
réason: how can Sir F, Bruce make a law 
diametrically oppesed to.an Order in Coun- 
cil which has all the force of « Statute? - Tt 
ig impossible. - By terrifying obsequious con- 
snls he can induce them to neglect their 
duty and so make a dend letter o| the law ; 
but he cannot make an enactment opposed to 
8 statute. ‘ 

Tn the next -place, the point, which Sir ¥. 
Bruce. lays so great stress on is this. ‘That 
all matters of dispute shall be left:to be set- 
‘ied between him and the Imperiel govern- 
ment; his veason being, lest we should be again 
drifted into. war by an-embroilmeut with the 
local authorities.. The ‘Taoutai who’ made 
the seizure ‘under review is. surely a lo- 


cal authority, and we. can fancy uo cause | 
of embroilment .worelikely to lend to a4 


casus belli than a wrongful seizure and von- 
fiscation of goods. Not that it is at all likely 
thatanysuch embroilmont will ever oceur from 
this cause so long as Sir. F. Bruce is British 
Minister; but then we judge of the question 
on its board basis. . : 

We ask our readers, especially ‘those a- 
mongst them who havé been a long time in 
China, whether it is at all likely that any 
local Mandarin would, ‘after .what has hap- 
pened, proceed to the extreme length of seiz- 
ing and confiscating’ goods in'the manner des- 
cribed, unless he were well-assured of imuu- 
nity from ‘the consequences? We have to 
hesitation in recording our certain belief that 
the summary procedure adopted in the per- 
petration of such outrages, was devised and 
hag been suggested by Sir I. Bruce. himself, 
and that a strong assurance must at the same 
time have been’ given thyt ‘all. such: seizures 
should ~ be.-referred - (0° ‘him, and. that 
he would ratify them, “We say it is as vlear 
‘as possible that the action of the Supreme 
Court'of this colony was dreaded, and there- 
fore it became necessary to make away with 
the. goods veized ere its powers'could’ be 


evcked. - 
: Messrs. Johnson applied for and obtained a 
mandamus from. thé Supreme Court of this 
colony ‘against the Consul at Shanghai, re- 
quiring him to show causetwhy heshould notad- 
judicate the question as by the law made and 
rovided.
